P.vui.s, May 17. — Sir Charles Russell con- 
tinued hia argument before tho liehring Sea 
tribunal of arbitration to-day in behalf of 
tho British case. Sir Charles' adduced ad- 
ditional dooumcnta to prove 'lihat Bebring 
Sea was not a mare elausttm over which 
Russia had exercised soverMgn dominion. 
Sir Charles said that he regretted occupying 
the time of the tribunal to prove what was 
already absolutely clear, but as neither the 
tribunal nor the oonnsel for - the United 
StiUes intimated that the point had be'on 
proved, he could not feel ju&tiSed in leaving 
a atone unturned in support ot his argu- 
ment. 

(ireat Britain, continued Sir Charles, had 
enipliAtioally and abaolutely denied that 
lluaaia had any right to the one hundred- 
mile limit claimed in llio ukase of 1821, 
Tho Dako of Wellliigtnu refused to 
negotiate tho treaty of ISJo until Ru^aia 
witiidrew her preteiiaion to llio ono huo- 
dred-iiiile limit, and Huuaia admitted in 
18I2II that she hiid not the power to inter- 
fere with foreign veapola fishing in liehring 
Sua. He then quoted from thoAnifrican 
historian, Bancroft, and from tho Russian 
historian, TiUliamuietl", in support of his 
statements, which were iliaputed by Ameri- 
can Agent Foster, a lively altercation tak- 
ing place between Mr, Foster and Sir 
Charles as to the historical facts about Beh- 
ring Sea. 

After effectually diapoaingof Mr. Foster's 
arguments and bringing him to a standstill, 
Sir Charlrs resumed consideration of the 
diplomatic correspondence in tho treaties of 
18'2't-25. Replying to Harlan, he said, the 
ukase and charter clearly intended the ex- 
elusion of foreigners from Behring Sea. ' Re- 
newals of the charter after ;<the treaty of 
IS'25 did not coufer privileges exclusive of 
foreigners. He traced the growth of tho 
wh^iling industry and referred to tho appeal 
by the Governor Tof Alaska in'1842 and the 
Governor of Siberia in 18't7 for protection 
against foreign intrusion, which was met by 
the rcfuaal of tho Russian Governniont, 
wliich excused itself on the ground that 
such intprference in Behring Sea would con- 
travene tho treaty stipulations. 

He next quoted tho iieizure of tho Ameri- 
can ship Loriot, in I8.'i7, and ahowed that 
tho protejta llien made are on the aame lines 
now aaaertuil by Urilain. ][e refuted Mr. 
Carter's statement thai Russia never assert- 
ed territorial juritdicriou ill H'hrii'.g sea, 
(luoting tho ukuso and charier to show that 
authority waa asaerled though never en- 
forced, in coulirmation of the coritentinu 
that tho ncope of aubmiaaion In tho ukaae 
and cli irler waa limited to liehring sea. 
Sir Cliurles thini (pioted Assistant Secretary 
Whartoii'H letter aficr the signing of the 
treaty, which defined tlie com mvt r;y as fol- 
lowa : " Have Americana tho e.xeluaivo 
right to take eeula in the eaateru part of 
llehriijg ooa, or have liatiah sealers com- 
mon privih'gra outhi le tho three-mile limit? " 
Ho contended that the Americiu claim to 
right to protect aeala on the high sea neces- 
sarily involved territorial dominion, which 
Americans now repudiated. 

Copies of the report of Henry \V. Elliot, 
United Statea Treasury agent In ISOO, con- 
cerning the seal ronkeriea on the I'riljylolf 
Iblandd, have been distributed by the lirit-

'ihe debate preceding the division was 
both testy and bitter. Cluiirnian Mellor re- 
peatedly called the members to order. 
When General Goldsworthy, Conservative, 
was was the last speaker, sat down a dozen 
memb' Ts ot tho Opposition arose to claim 
the floor. Before tho chairman had 
time to recognize any of those who 
were anxious to spoak, Dr. MacGregor, 
Liberal member for Inverneas-sbire, moved 
tho cloture. The motion was carried by a 
vote of 281 to 220. Then followed the 
division on the seoood clause, resulting as 
before stated. The application of cloture 
incensed I ho members of the Opposition, 
and Mr. Goschen, formerly Chancellor of 
tho I'k jhtrjuer, under Lord Salisbury, 
oD'ered a motion amid great excitement. 

Mr. Goschen attacked the Government 
on tho ground that Mr. Fowler, president 
of tho local Government board, who was 
tho only minister who had spoken iu tho 
diacussion, had spoken at such a stage that 
no opportunity was given to tho Opposition 
to reply to hia utterances. 

Prime Minister Gladatone repudiated tho 
suL'gestion of unfairness on tlie part of the 
Government. Ho said that he liud adhered 
to the rule, never to propose or vote for the 
cloture when tho speech preceding the mo- 
tiou for cloture was that of a minister. 

Several members here attempted to speak 
and great disorder prevailed, angry cries, 
and counter cries being heard iu different 
parts of the House. Chairman McUor re- 
peatedly appealed for order, but h'S appeals 
were unheard, and at length Mr. Goaclien'a 
motion was defeated by a vote of 209 to 211.

London, May 17. — The reception of the 

Prince of Wales at the Imperial Institute 
to-day was in every way auocessful. Q'ho 
Duke of York and tho Princess May, wore 
cheered repeatedly by tho thousands of 
guests. Mr, Gladstone was present look- 
ing tired out and irritated. A 
hostile demonstration was made by 
certain parties whoa he appeared. Tho de- 
nionatration was comparatively mild at 
first, but increased rapidly in volume and 
pointedneas. Despite tho fact that tho 
Prime Minister was tho guest of the Prince 
of Wales, ho was roceivcil eventually with 
a storm of hii-sing and hooting whenever 
and wherever ho was recognized. 

Before Mr. Gl adatoue appeared tho 
18,000 or 20,000 peraons at the reception 
were in the beat of temper. Tlierc was a 
bovi^ildering confusion of magnificent 
toilettes, which showed the exceptionally 
high social standing of the guests. The Duke 
of Cambridge. Duke and Duchess of Fife, 
Prince and Princess Christian, Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, Duke and Dncfaess of 
Teck, Lord Salisbury, groups of ministcis 
and ex-ministers, members of parliament 
and generals of the army, most of them ac- 
companied by their families, were mingled 
in an inextricable tangle. As rain was 
threatening the fincat part of tho display 
waa confined to tho gallery.

The revolution in Nicaragua has assumed 
quite reapectublo proportions. It is evi- 
dently something a good deal more serious 
than the ordinary revolution in a South 
or Central American republic. The dia- 
turbanco will, wo tliinl;, luve a bad efTict 
on the NioaraRua canal pn ject. People will 
not lij s-ery ciigor to invest their niom-y in a 
cmul rLiiiiiiiif; tliroii^li a country which is 
every now and tlieu convulsed by a revolu- 
tion that turna everything upside down and 
makes lifo and property insecure. An ocean 
canal will have to b,) perfectly safe for un- 
armed vessels of all nations ,at all timia. 
It would never do to liavo the progress of a 
vessel through the canal stopped by a b.uid 
of aemi barbarians, who, under the author- 
ity of sor 6 hastily constructed government, 
would proceed, on some pretext or other, 
to plunder her and perhaps mur- 
der thooo who were rash enough to 
offer resistance. It ia evident tliut tho 
cmul conueeling the Atlantic with tho Pa- 
cific must, before everything be ?afe, and 
to make it safe the country through which 
it runs must be in the poi-session of powers 
suiBoiently strong to put down and keep 
down revolutions of all aorta and sizes, and 
to protect the canal ogainat injury from its 
inhabitants, whether under tho Government 
or against tho Government, A crowd of 
lawless men bent open m^chief could do 
more harm to the canal in a few hours than 
could, at a very great expense, be repaired 
in as many weeks. The Nicaragua Canal 
must bo safe from both the lawlessness of 
revolutionists and the caprices of local gov 
ornuients.

of their proper,proportionate and legitimate 
ii.fluenco in the councils of the country. We 
think that it ia quito possible that Mr. Mc- 
Carthy himaelf would bo opposed to a 
wholesale prosoriplion of Fienoli Canadians, 
and that ho has been moat unfoituuato in 
his mode of exprefsing hiniBolf. If thia is 
the c.i.'-o he will have to piy dearly for his 
mistake, for iho language he used, or a very 
free translaiion of it, will be quoted against 
hlin and tluiBo who Support him in every 
Province of tho Dominion. . 



AMICRICAN OPINION.

The Geary Act is indeed a novel and re- 
markable freak of American logialation. It 
riemolishes at a blow every constitutional 
guarantee on which the Chinaman had a 
right to rely; it is exposl/aclo in its opera- 
tiun ; it deprives the accused of the right of 
trial by jury ; it places liberty and property 
.a.t the huzird of a magisterial decision ; it 
oasts the onus probandt on the prisoner and 
isompe's him lo be a witness against himself. 
It is idle to say that the laboring classes 
of the country demanded it with unanimity. 
Our workiiignieu are not aimpletoua. 

Tlie St. Paul Pioneer-Press avers that tho 
'arguments against the law are all on one 
side, and it earnestly hopes that it will 
be foand to be unconstitutional. It .says, 
among other thinge, that the vionaltics f<ir 
difirogardiug the law "arc Bovere bjyond 
•ill reason and cannot bo brouglit into agree- 
ment with our treaty obligations or our 
duty aa a civilized people." It fears that 
war, or at any rate, bloodshed, will be tho 
ceault of the enforcement of tho law. It 
.reminds its readers that " Amorican mie- 
gionariea proclaim their conviction that 
every citizen of tho United States will bo 
kiintlod out of China; without ceremony, tho 
uncnt that tho work of arresting ond ini- 
jirisoning the Chinese bogms in this country; 
.nal from what we know of tho temper of 
the people, we may feel tliat missionaries 
and others resident in the empire may con- 
aider thomaolves fortunate if permitted to 
liopart with thoii: lives." 

The St. Paul Pioneer I'rcaa conclude) its 
pungont and plain-spokeu protest with the 
following Eenlenco :

AiV Ii\DIOXAyT PROTEST. 

Tho Mon'rcal GuzBtta of tho Sth con 
taina part of au open letter which Mr, 
L J. Deejirdios, cx-M-P. for L'lalet, ha; 
addressed to Mr. D<ilton McCarthy. Mr. 
Desjardins takes exception to the following 
passage that oocars in tho speech which Mr. 
McCarthy delivered in Toronto on the Sth 
of April : 

And I in:vv tell you th'it with regard to 
that Jesuira' Hjtatea Act, tho Conservative 
party at liiat h ul by no means conio to a 
certiiin lietiuile conciusinn. My voice was 
ed for tlio dib'illowunco of an act which 
was a flisyriico to a Britinh couatiiuiion, luul 
though I waa n .t able to prevail upon upy 
llieii lender to adopt that course, it was nut 
becuae Sir John Macdonalddid not (quully 
agree with ni;>, but becaui-e he had been 
controlled for some time before, and for 
i-oinc short time afterwards, by the Freneh- 
Cauadian inllaeooe, which, if I live, gentle- 
men, it ia my purpose shall find its end in 
the history of this country. 

It ia with the determination which Mr. 
McCarthy announces in tho last lines of tho 
above passage that M. Dcsjirdina finds 
fault. Tho Imguago is strong, and, if 
understood literally ao the writer of tho 
letter understood it, it is not surprising 
that a prominent French Canadian should 
direct public attention to tho determination 
80 emphatically expres.'icd by a gentleman 
who ia expected to lead a party in thia iJo- 
minion. The work of putting an end to 
Frenoh Canadian iDfiuence in the history of 
thia country, to which Mr, McCarthy pur- 
poses to derate his life, is one not very easy 
of accomplishment, for as long as there are 
botween one and two millions of French 
Can.idiana in tho country, and as loug as 
they have tho power of ticndiug lacn of 
their race to Parliament, they will have 
iullueuco iu tho history of the country. 
They cannot help having influence. But, 
most likely, Mr. MoCarthy nover intended 
his hearers to believe that he had made up 
his mind to procuro the disfrunohisomcnt 
of every ono of his French Canadian fellow- 
Huhjeoto. lie surely has not taken leave of 
Ilia Hcnsca. Vet tho language ho used, with, 
out being at all strainod, ia capable of that 
interpretation. As Mr. McCarthy is not an 
ignorant, unscrupulous demagogue who has 
but an imperfect knowledge of tho sicnifi- 
c.inco of the worda ho uses, Mr. Desj irdinb 
cannot lu; F; .id M be unfair when he |ire- 
suiiie.i ih a iju iiii'aut exactly wha'' he K'dxl. 
He knows that ilr. McCarthy ia a man uf 
education and ability whose profession m- 
quires him on many important occasiona lo 
oxproas himself with precision and exact- 
ness — to weigh every word ho uses and to 
s ly neither more nor leas than ia sufUjiont 
to convey his meaning, Tho occas-ion was 
important and tho subject on which he 
spoke was still more important. It in, 
therefore, no more than justice to Mr. Mc- 
Carthy himself, lo conclude that what ho 
then aaid waa, both as to matter and form, 
well considered — that ho did not speak uu- 
advi-iedly with his lips. 

If a Fronohman of charauter and stand- 
ing, speaking in Montreiil or Quebec, should 
say that it would bo the object of his life to 
put an ond to Rnglish inflaou'.;o in the his- 
tory of tho Trovinco of (im bLC, at wlnt 
conclusion would th.o Knglish-spoakiug peo- 
pi ! (if iliat Province arrive? Would it not 
b) that h« would do hia beat to proscribe 
Englishmen and to force them ont of po- 
litical life i In fact they would be driven 
to that concluaion. And tho Fronohman 
could not oomplaiu if his Ki'glish follow- 
Bubjeots took him at his word, and set him

City Council accordingly nriet as a matter 
of course last evening, with the Mayor 
presiding ; Aid. McTuvish, Baker, Milltr, 
Styles, Bragg, Belyea and MoKillican 
formed tho Board. 

'The first business of the evening waa the^ 
passing of accaunts recommended for pay- 
ment by the Finance comtnittco. Tho total 
was §097 37. A aubac quent report from the 
sume committeo sot forth that after con- 
sideration of Mr. J. C. Urury's proposi- 
tion to advertise Victoria's advantages in 
the Toronto Globe, tho committee could 
not advise any appropriation for tho pur- 
pose suggested. I'he several reporto were 
adopted without comment. 

On motion of Aid. Miller and Bragg, tho 
agent of the buildinga ou Fiaguarii street 
condemned as unsanitary and a nui.sauco 
WHS called upon to remove tho objtction- 
ablo shacks within teu days, otherwise 
tho Chief 01 the Fire Ilepartmeot to have 
tbe work done and charge the expense en- 
tailed against tho property. 

The special committeo of the Council ap- 
pointed to inquire into the affaiia of the N. 
E. T. .t L. Co., with a view to its busineaa 
being taken over by the city, announced 
iliat they had employed Messrs. J. J. Aus- 
tin and H H. Heywood as expert aecount- 
.mts to examine tho books, uccouuts and 
alfairs of the company, and present a stite- 
iiiunt of its expenditures, profits and present 
as.4ets. Tiiu committeo presented thu fol- 
lowiijg report : 

"In accordance with their instructions, 
.Meaars. Austin and Heywood on May 1 sub- 
mitted their report, which is hereto ap- 
pended. Per t hat report we find the tram- 
way company has received fiom all sources :

U(i.j 1)0, which sum it is presumed is 
represented in plant, tools, machinery and 
otuer acoesaories. It will be borne in mind 
that tho tramway company's valuation of 
these things was placed at §110,120 50. 

" Mtchttuical and elecuical experts were 
next set to work to determine what the 
present market value of all appliances might 
bo fairly appraised at. Your couiiiiiilee 
secured aa expert on the mechanical depart- 
ment, Mr. Cartinol, and by his report tho 
value of the mechanical department is placed 
at 5^.(0,20 1 00. 

"An electrician, Mr. Packard, was next 
secured to rc-port upon the condition and 
value of the eutire electrical apparatus and 
caid of the company, as Will as the roadbed, 
overhead wires, ei c. , of the entire route 
traversed by the company's oars. His esti- 
mate ph.oos the value of everything, as at 
present existing, at §221) .'US .lO. 

" From this sum must be made a reduc- 
tion, and as it is very peculiar the commit- 
tee wish to Call particular attention thereto. 
The oleolrioiun was instruoted to report 
upon the condition of tho roadbed and e.-^ti- 
mate the cost of putting the same in tir.st 
class repair. His cFriinafe was $10,0UO 
To make assurance iloulily tin e your cjm- 
iniltce, througii the M .y r, iusiructed the 
city surveyor to go over the line and esti- 
mate tho cost of putting the Hue in good rn- 
iiair. Now, neither of these gentlemen 
knew of the other being engaged on 
the same bruncli of work. The 
eugineir reported hia estimate at .?11,0SS, 
or iJljOSS more than tho e'ecti ici.ui. 
He also look into consideration, what the 
eleclrioi'in did not, the macadami/. ng of the 
roadway between the riiila, and esnuritis 
that it will cost, at §100 per mile, 000, 
making over tho ekcrician fO,(lS8, which 
muot he subtracted from tho values now 
reached, leaving §270, (!) t ijO. To this we 
add the inventory Mild value of tho electric 
lighting plant f,')2, ).'12 2,j. Iu the matter of 
realty we feel iliat severity rather thun 
leniency h la bjcn accorded to the company, 
for we took the values OS tht-y are placed on 
the ci'y asscHsment books, viz., §48,700. 
Total. §380,686 78. 

" In addition to the severity in valuing 
the land must be borne in mind the fact ot 
the company losing over four acres of their 
land for streets, for wliich no value has 
been placed. There is another aiiset which 
tlio company claim, aud your committee 
ilunk juatly, i.e., tho water power iigrco- 
mcnt with the E quimalt Water Co. Their 
Ultimate ot tliu s ime is §250,000. 

" \m\r committee have labored hard 
on this pro|)o; ii ion and can find but 
one solution thereto, which is arrived 
at as follows : In e ise the city ii lighted 
with electricity ly the city, ibo saving 
which cm lie elb'cted through the contract 
will be fully §11, 000 per annum. Now, if 
a-thing will produce or save .JM.OOO p. r 
nuiii, it ia worth the capital sum of per 
ci nl. which will yield .J|.t,(J(JU, wliicli is, in 
round nuinbers, §210,000 00.

On tho motion of Aid. Belyea, the report 
waa received and tabled, copies to ho furn 
isliod each member of the board prior to the 
next meeting of the council. 

A by-law respecting tho observance of 
thc Lord's Day (Aid. MoKillican) was 
traduced without opposition, the same 
course being taken with respect to tho by 
law to provide a suwerage looB Of $300,000 
(Aid. St>lci.). 

Ai.ri. .Stvi.ks, on the motion for reading of 
tho latter being presented, explained the 
necessity of proceeding with tho sewerage 
woi k in tho Central ward. Sewerage con 
HI ruction was suroly as much required in 
the business section of Victoria as in tho 
meadows and fields in tho onlakirtii. 

Al.D. BliAia: had looked upon the Local 
Improvement system as particularly ap 
plionbln to Howoriigo estahlisbinent, and 
stated that hu would like to have u public 
expr< aaion of opinion on tho point. If this 
by. law were submitted it v.'ould provide 
tlio teat, and if it were adopted lio hoped to 
SCO tho Local Improvement By-law wiped 
out, as tho operation of tho two would work 
gross injustice.

ing of the city should bo provided for by a 
general loan. 

Al.u. Mil.l.Hii favored tho local improve- 
ment syateiii, by which a nmn paid for just 
what be recvived. 

Ai.i). BAKiiU objected to tlie by-law as 
not stating detiuilely what area it was pro- 
posed to sewer. He held that sewers, as 
well as pavements, should be built upon the 
local iinproveiiieut principle. 

Al.l>. liKl.YH.v opposed tho by-law, though 
it was intended to bcaclit his ward, ou the 
ground that the sum named was entirely in- 
suUiciont, and tho passago— or presentation 
of the by-law — would further delay 
tho much desired completion of the aowtr- 
ago system. If gSOO.OOO or S9!)0,000 were 
asked for, tho propoaitioa would be a much 
more neonptabln onn, as with tho larger 
sum much could be done. Ho favored 
either the total abandonmonb of thc gen- 
eral loan system or tho borrowing of 
enough money to complete the work. 

The Ma you expressed himself as of op- 
inion that thc bulk of the citizeoa favored 
the borrowing of money on tbegeoeral credit 
of tho city for tbe prosecution of sewerage 
work. The ratepayers were apparently 
against the application of the local im- 
provement syBtem, but if this by-law were 
presented to them — it could be on Juno I 
without involving any expense — the oppor- 
tunity would be tillurdcd to test public op- 
iniou. Having sl.irteil seweruge work on 
tho ".'cneral lonnpi inciple, it would per- 
haps bo well t i continue. 

Ai.n Styi.ks did not consider that it 
would bo fair, certiiiily not with tho pre- 
ailing condiiiona, to eugi^cat the applica- 
tion of thc local iiiiproveinent'priiiciple. He 
hoped to see tbe by-lavv paa-i, as tho people 
wimlil then by be grantcJ Kipportuuity to 
express their opinion. 

Tho motion to read tho by law prevailed 

ithout dieatDi, and its consideration was 
taken up in committee, the .Mayor pre- 
siding. 

In committee, Aid. Belyea moved tho 
substitution of §700.000 for §300,000 wher- 
ever the latter Bum occurred, holding that 
it would Iu folly to borrow tbe smaller sum 
when all knew that it would be entirely in- 
sullicient. 

Al.D. Styi.ks ofTered no objection to the 
suggested amendnient if it met tho ap- 
proval of his ttBSOoiatca at thc board. 

He contended that the work, if Oirriedout 
under tho Locul Improvement system, 
would cost 50 per cent, more than if done 
by means of a loan raised on the general 
credit of the city. Ho thought that tbe 
sum of 3700,000 was a good deal of money 
to raise at once, and a by law for §300,000 
would have more cboiioe of carrying. 

Ald. BiiAGa favored delay for a short 
time. 

The Mayok pointed out that tho work 
should be going on now. Delay, he said, 
would bo useless. If tbe by-law wars re- 
jected by the people that was their own 

look out. 

The amendment of Aid. Belyea was 

carried.

HONOLDLU, H.I., May 10.— On the otli 
there appeared an udvcrtiaoiiient thut on 
Miiy 25, the first of the Cimiulisin I'cioitic's 
now Australian lino would arrive here, fol- 
lowed by other eteamahips in Juno u.ud 
July. The new ateamahip line is thought to 

■ be mote thaa.R mere feeder to tho Ciwuidinu 
Faoifio, and those who claim to know, sny 
the establishment of the aervioo ia in liue 
with Great lirilniu'a policy to coustruct a 
travelling belt around tho world, and that 
in oaae the United States refuses to annex 
the Islands, Great Britain can take posses- 
sion of the Islands as neoessary to tue pro- 

■ teotion of her interests here. Another view 
of the oiiso is that tho new oompiiDy ia in 
the field permanently oa a competitor of the 
Ocoiinio Steuniship Co. , and intends to make 
an etfort to obtain tho mail subsidy paid 
tho latter coinpauy by the New Zeulmi'l 
Governineut. The Ooeanio compiuiy's ooii- 
traot with New Z.'alaiid, u yearly one, ex- 
pires next Novifinber. If tliia contract ia 
aecured by the C. 1'. Co., it ia claimed that 
the Oceanic lino will bo aeverely crippled, 
as it depends in a great measure on the sub- 
sidy granted by tho New Zealand Govern- 
ment. 

Tho agents of the Oceanic company claim 
that their service is so superior iii point of 
shorter distance, oud therefore ([uioker 
time, besides having tho advantage of oeiiit- 
ing travellers throuHh the United States, 
that any Rteamahip line running to Vancou- 
ver and Victoria cuiinot hope to oonjpete 
with them. Ic is also claimed that iho new 
Btea:ners really belong to the Union S. S 
Co., which now runs one steanjcr lietween 
Au9trali.j oiul the United St.atea in conjunc- 
tion with tho Oceanic Co. 's shipa, and that 
the Union Co. intends to supplant tho 
Oceanic Co. with the Now JCealand Govern- 
ment. This statement ia also denied by tho 
Oceanic olHcials. 

It has been announced that tho big ■Jap- 
anese cruiser Nauiwa, which has been in 
Honolulu harbor for several months, has 
been recalled and will sail at ouco for 
Japan. This would indicate that Jupun 
has given up any hope ahe may have had 
about obtaining a Ecioibhold in Hawaii. 

The most important event of the past few 
days has been the appointment of Mr. 
Ihorston as minister to VVashiogton to suc- 
ceed J. Motb Smith. Ho was chairman of 
the committee sent to Washington by the 
Provisional Government to negotiate un an- 
nexation treaty. Mr. Blount's attitude is 
still an enigma, and both factions claim his 
report will be in their favor. 

Other items of interest and discussion 
have been tho passage of what tho royalists 
call the "press gag taw," and the law pro- 
hibiting the po.-iS' saion of iireorms and am- 
munition. The first mentioned law is dir- 
ected against tho Hawaii Homuluo news- 
paper.which has been making bitter attacks 
upon the Provisional Government. Tho 
cditora and backers of the paper are un- 
known. The law provides that the true 
names and dwelling places of all the editors 
aud proprietors of nevvapapera shall be con- 
spicuously printed in oajh paper, thus 
locating the responsibility for hucii articlea 
as may appear, and as the ex Qiieen is sup- 
posed to be one of the proprietors of the 
Homuluo, tho law ia interpreted aa a mea- 
sure to shut her off from power to incite the 
natives to oppooition to the Provisional 
Government. 

Minister Stevens will leave Honolulu for 
bis home in the United States on May "Jt. 
Mr. StiVena has been quoted as feeling very 
bitter towards Commissioner Blount on ac- 
count of the latter's action in hauling down 
the American flag, but as ho last Sunday 
save an elaborate dinner to Mr, and Mrs. 
Blount, at which all present seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy themselves, that feeling 
has appargntj.y changed. 

The radical members of the annexation 
party arc extremely anxious to be rid of the 
ox Queon, whom they regard as a menace to 
tlie present government. The Hawaii Star, 
the extreme annexation organ, in an editorial 
on May 8, called attention to the danger of 
allowing hot to rcinain on tho Island, and 
suggested that she be rcrjuCBto'd to travel in 
foreign lands, with Iter expeuaea p.'i'd by 
the trovisional Government. In the Star's 
CDiuion she should be banished at once, 
arguing that even if tho ex-Queen dooB be- 
come resigned to her fate, her presence in 
Honolulu keeps the natives from joining tho 
ranks of the annexationists. 

Tho action of Claua Spreckels causes the 
annexationists some uneasiness. He ex- 
presses himself aa against annexation, fear- 
ing the labor question. It is said by some 
here that ha prefers a planters' republic 
•with a man aa president subservient to his 
wishes. 



BEIT18H PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

To THE EDiTon : — My intereata are prin- 
cipally in tho Caribco country and I look 
upon the British Pacific railway scheme per- 
haps a little differently from other people. 
Cariboo will be a great buaineas centre yet, 
but in these days no place can amount to 
very much without a railway. People will 
not take the risks connected with building 
up even a gold mining buainesa in a place so 
lar away from a railway as the Cariboo 
country ia, uud the conaequence is that what 
night become one ot tho most prosperous 
sections of Canada is dragging along slowly 
and making little or no progress. 

When Marcus Smith made his report in 
reg.ud to the lino of the C. P. R. and recom- 
mended tho route through Yellow Head 
Pass and down by way of Bute Inlet, those 
who kneiv tlio great riches ol Cariboo 
looked lor good tinioa. But for reasons 
which I do not uniloratand, but which 
I ;im told tltcy now admit were 
niibt.iken oiiea, the Canadian I'acilic people 
choBc H more aou'lierly route, and we have 
been left out in l-lio cold. I have not a 
word t(i any auainnt the present location of 
the C I'. li", but this I do say without fear 
ol eoiitiadiclion, that if it had been built 
by the route which Mareua Smith recom- 
mended, it would have built up by this 
time a p^iying buaiiiesa out of Cariboo and 
the adjoining ountry, and the whole of 
British Columbia would bo so much the 
batter o£f. For one, 'I hope wo are not 
again going to bo disappointed, and have 
tho coDBtruotion of n railway to this 
very valnable country indefinitely post- 

Stined, as it will bo . if the 
ritish PaciBo project falls through. 
The opinion of most miners is that there 
is a great deal more gold in Cariboo than 
over was taken out, but capital is needed to 
protean to operations, and while some ven- 
turesome people are endeavoring to over- 
come all the tremendoiis obstacles in tho way 
of doing business in such a remote locality, 
we can expect very little/ ^ oomparatively 



speaking, until a railway gives us cheap 
transpurtation, which will moan cheaper 
labor and will bring twenty people into tho 
miuiug country on the look out for invest- 
ment where one cornea now. 

If we had a railway to the coast, ab Bate 
Inlet or some other point, and connection 
rtith Victoria, it would not be long before 
our business with the Capital would double 
without any locreuaQ of populi^tion, aud as 
population would be sure to iacreuso rapid- 
ly, for' i^e have' considerable good farming 
Und as well 'as. chances "for miniug, this 
Cariboo oountry wonld'play a much greater 
part in the business of the provinoetban it 
now does. 

Another thing ia worth' mentioning. Tho 
Canadian Pacific Is tryint; to ,buil<l up as 
much business as it can in the Kootenay 
country, which ia all right and we havo no 
reason to euinplaiu; but nothing is Iteiog 
done for ua and we have a hotter oouutry 
than Ivootouay. The Canadian Pacific is 
ublo to do almost anything it nudertakea in 
that line because of the great finanoiid 
strength the backing of tho Duniiuion (lov- 
ornment gave it, when it could not utaud 
alone, i'or that reason I think that 
our Provincial Government ought 
to give Buch aid as it conais- 
tently can to help the new road got on 
ita feet, so that tiiia part of the Province 
may he opened up without having to wait 
until we, who have beeu already waiting 
for years, are dead and buried. 

Some people aay that the Province cannot 
allord to guarantee tho company's bonds to 
any extent whatever, but what I think ia 
that the Province cannot ull'iird not to. It 
udght tiot pay tho drat year directly or in- 
directly, that ia if tlio iiitereat had to be 
|)aid, hut that it would pay in the long run 
I don't think there can be any doubt, even 
if the Province had to pay the wholo amount 
every year which they are asked to guaran- 
tee, because there would bo a great addition 
to tho ])opulation of the Province, 
a great increase in the sale of the 
crown lands and a great increase in all lines 
of busineaa. I may take too suuguiuo a 
view of tho caao, but it secma to mo that it; 
ia hard to over-estimate whit a railway 
would do for this interior part of the I'ro- 
vince. Ita good eU'ecla would not bo con- 
fined to Cariboo. I understand that the 
lino will extend, if batlr, up towards the 
Omenica. Now, I know whereof I apeak 
when I say that if a futlway la built to 
reach that part of the Province or come 
within any re&Bonable distance of itj we 
may expect great mining development and 
that there will also be opened a large and 
very fine tract of farming land. I am sure 
that we liavo in Cariboo and tho neighbor- 
ing districtsa part of the Province tciual, all 
things conaidered, to uny other ptrt. It 
has not aa mild a winter climate as the 
islands or the Coast, hut it is a good coun- 
try to live in, the farnung laml is good and 
as fertile as farming land anywhere, while 
tho room for cattle ranges ia simply euor 
mous. hen you add to these the certain 
richness of the countiy in gold, I think wo 
have tho making of a section where people 
will on the average do aa well, if not better, 
than in any other part of the Province. But 
all this will amount to very little more than 
it does now unless we have a railway. Give 
us that and the country will go ahead very 
fast. Vol these reasons I hope that 
nothing will happen to prevent the British 
Pacifi.! company from carrying out ita pUns. 
It will be a serious blow to the Cariboo see- 
tion if their plans fail, and will vciy greatly 
diacourage the people, who will reel aa if 
there was nothing left for them to do but to 
pull up stakes and go somewhere whero 
they can have the udvantoga of railway 
connection.
